MADRID, May %26.—Pierre Vedrine,

From Burgos, where he landed yes- 
terday, he flew today the 140 miles 
to Madrid, over crags and chasms, 
maintaining an altitude of near- 6000 
feet to clear the peaks of the moun- 
tains, some of which exceed 5000 feet 
in height.

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BADGE OF ORDER 
OF RED EAGLE FOR 


‘t. Louisan Honored by Kaiser 
Because of Gift for.Har-. 


vard Germanic Museum. 


The insignia of the Order of the Red 
Eagie, conferred on him by Emperor 
William of Germany, is to be presented 
to Adolphus Busch of St. Louis Friday 
afternoon at the Plaza Hotel, New York. 
The Red Eagie is a Prussian order ot 


high rank, and Busch was made a mem- 
ber by the Emperor as King of Prussia. 
The decoration was conferred * on 
Busch for establishing the Germanic 
Museum at Harvard University, to 
which he donated $350,000 less than a 
year ago. Emperor William was inter- 
ested in the movement and the plans 
for the building have been submitted to 
him for approval. 

The white enameled cross, with the 
figure of a red eagle tn the center, the 
insignia of the order, reached St, Louis 
Thursday. It was received by Max von 
Loehr, German Consul here, and in turn 
Gelivered to a representative of Busch. 
The formal presentation to Busch was 
ta be made in New York as soon as the 
badge could reach him. He left St. 
Levis two weeks ago, and is now on his 
way to his estate in Germany. 

The cross, carrying with it member- 
ship in the Order of the Red Eagle of 
the second class, was sent by Emperor 
W'liam to the German Ambassador in 
Washington, and was then forwarded 
to the St. Louis consul. 

Order of the Red Eagle is conferred 
for acts of merit, and only a few resi- 
dents of America have been so honored. 
In Germany the second-class member- 
ship is conferred only on officers bear- 
ing the rank of lieutenant-generals. 
The third-class membership may be con- 
ferred ort major-generals or command- 
ers of regiments. 

On the visit of Prince Henry of Ger- 
many to the St. Louls World's Fair, he 
decorated some vesidents of St. is 
with insignias of the order of the third 
class. Among these were D. R. Fran- 
cis and Secretary Walter B. Stevens of 
the World’s Fair, Mathew Kiely, ‘then 
Chief of Police, and Jere Coakley, then 
stationmaster at the Union Station.

CANADA TO AFRICAN 
COAST VIA WIRELESS 


Message Goes Half ’Round the 
Globe in Single 
Hour. 


GLACE BAY, Cape Breton, Nova 
Scotia, May 26.—Communftation between 
the wireless station here and Dakar, on

Bulls the Market and Has Shorts 
on the Run to 
Deliver.

Buys 500,000 Bushels in One 
Day and Expects to Sell Line 
to Millers. 





William Lanyon, a capitalist with 6of- 
fices in the Pierce Building, 
neering one of the biggest wheat deals 
which has been attempted since the days 


of the great plungers, John W. Kauff- 


man and Corwin H. Spencer. 


More than 1,000,000 bushels of May 
wheat, valued at nearly $1,000,000, are 
involved in transactions in which Lah- 
yon, through his brokers, has played a 
conspicuous part in the last few days. 

Lanyon is on the bull side of the mar- 
ket and has been buying up all the 
wheat in sight in the St. Louis marxet, 
and at the same time has been keeping 
the wires hot between St. Louis and the 
Chicago Board of Trade. 

Deal Closes Wednesday. 

As all of the deliveries must be made 
to Lanyon by noon next Wednesday, 
the last day of the month, the 
traders who have sold the wheat aré 
making heroic efforts to obtain a suf- 
ficient quantity of the grain to fill their 
contracts with him. If they cannot get 
the wheat by the end of the month they 
will have to pay Lanyon ‘he :if‘erence 
between the price at which he »ought it 
and the market price of the day. 

Lanyon has been represented in the 
deal largely by the Hubbard-Moffitt 
Commission Co. Arrayed against him 
on the short side have been some of the 
leading cash grain and elevator inter- 
ests. 

One 500,000 Bushel Deal. 


Lanyon Thursday had an offer of 500,- 
000 bushels of cash wheat. He took it 
all and paid for it. 

Since then 200, 000 bushels moro have | 
been tendered to him. He paid cash for 
that also. 

Only sales have been madé of this 
wheat’ for the reason, it is sald, that 
Lanyon will not sell or settle contracts 
except at the closing quotation on the 
May option. 

Recently, itt is said; some big shorts 
tendered to Lanyon 100,000 bushels of 
No. 2 red wheat from public elevators. 
His expert grain inspectors, it is re- 
rorted, examined it and turned it down 
as being below grade. The shorts were 
forced fo go elsewhere for their sup- 
plies. 

Lanyon said Friday he expected his 
Celiveries before the last day of May to 
exceed 1,000,000 bushels, and he was pre- 
pared to pay cash for it all. When 
asked if there was a chance for a 
squeeze of shorts in the closing days 
of the optien, he smiled. 

“If there are any ‘big short’ 
tracts outstanding,’’ he said, ‘“‘and they 
haven’t got the grafn to deliver, they 
will have to pay the piper.’ 

Expects to Sell to Millers. 

Lanyon expects to dispose of the sur- 
plus by merchandising it to the milling 
trade. 

Lanyon broke into the limelight on 
‘Change a year ago when he accumu- 
laed a heavy line of May corn. Ona 
hot wind scare the price rose 4 cents 
a bushel over night. Then suddenly 
the heat wave was broken and the 
weather turned ideal for the _ crop. 
Corn started on a decline from 64 
cents in May. It never stopped until 
it sold at 40 cents in November. 

Lanyon, it is said, was forced to 
take deliveries in May of close to 
600,000 bushels. He merchandised his 
holdings.

Mexican people, who generously 
have covered me with honors, who 
proclaimed me 4s their leader dur- 
ing the war, who patriotically as- 
sisted me in all works undertaken 
to develop industry and the com- 
merce of the republic, establish its 
credit, gain for it the respect of 
the world and obtain for it an hon- 
orable position in the concert of na- 
tions; that same people, sir, has 
revolted in armed military bands, 
stating that my presence in the ex- 
ercise of the supreme executive 
power is the cause of this insurrec- 
tion. 

I do not know of any fact im- 
putable to me which could have 
caused this social phenomenon. 
Though not admitting that I may 
be unwittingly culpable, such a pos- 
sibility makes me the least able to 
reason out and decide my own cul- 


pability. 


HEREFORE, respecting as I 
have always respected the 
will of the people, and iff ac- 

cordance with Article 82 of theFed- 
eral Constitution, I come before the 
supreme representatives of the na- 
tion in order to resign, unreserved-_ 
ly, the office of Constitutional 
President of the Republic. with 
which the national vote honored 
me, which I do with all the more 
reason since, in order to continue 
in office it would be necessary to 
shed Mexican blood, endangering 
the credit of the country, dissipat- 
ing its wealth, exhausting its re- 
sources and exposing its poljcy to 
international complications. 

I hope, gentlemen, that when the 
passions which are inherent to all 
revolutions have been calmed, a 
more conscientious and just study 
will bring out in the national mind 
a correct judgment, which, when I 
die, I may carry graven on my 
soul as a just estimate of the life 
which I have devoted and will de- 
vote to my countrymen.

J. L. Hornsby, in Shirt Sleeves, 
Advocates limited Grant to a 
Coatless Audience. 





KEEPS CONTROL FOR CITY 


Public “Service Commission 
Points Municipal Ownership 
Is Possible Under It. 


Joseph L.. Hornsby, chairman of. the 
Public Service Commission, speaking in 
his shirtsleeves to a shirtsleeve audi- 
ence at the City Club at luncheon Fri- 
ddy, advocated the indeterminate 
franchise, continuing during good be- 
havior, as the solution for present fran- 
chise problems. 

Before the luncheon began J. W. Alli- 
son, who presided, asked all who were 
uncomfortable to remove their coats, 
and nearly all, including the chairman 
and speaker, did so. 

Hornsby outlined the advantages and 
disadvantages of short term and long 
term franchises fqr public utilities. He 
held that short franchises were prefer- 
able to long ones, but that — had 
some drawbacks. 

One of these drawbacks, he said, was 
that they tend to high rates and poor 
service,. since the officials of a com- 
pany holding a short term franchise 
are apt to fee] that they have only a 


certain limited period in which to be 


certain of returns on their investment. 

The long term, or virtually perpetual 
franchise, he found to be defective, in 
that it led to disregard of the public's 
rights. : 

“The indeterminate franchise,” he 
said, “is pra¢ticable, and has proved a 
success where it has been tried. It 
does not’ mean public ownership, al- 
though public ownership is a possibil- 
ity under it. 

“The indeterminate franchise is sub- 
ject to revocation by the city for due 
cause, such as violation of ‘the condi- 
tions on which it was granted. The 
city can then take over the property 
by repaying the company its actual in- 
veatment, and can operate the property 
itself or lease it to another company.” 

The speaker outlined the duties of a 
public service commission, saying it had 
to provide agains the deterioration of 
plants through the failure of a public 
sérvice company to set aside sufficient 
funds for maintenance, and that it had 
to protect the: public against poor serv- 
ice and overcharge.

The Paris-to-Madrid race was begun 
May 21 under the auspices of the Petit

for the fastest speed over the Spanish 
section. The journey was divided into 
three stages, Paris to Angouleme, An- 
gouleme to St. Sebastian and 8t. Sebas- 
tion to Madrid, a total distance of about 
6’ miles. 

Twenty machines were entered for the 
race, but as a result of the tragic acci- 
dent when the start was made from the 
Iss y-Les-Molineaux aviation field, which 
resulted in the death of M. Berteaux, the 
French Minister of War, and the serious 
injury to Premier Monis, all but three of 
the aviators withdrew. Of these three 
Pierre Vedrine, who reached the Span- 
ist, capital this morning, was the fa- 
verite. 

He covered the first stage of the con- 
test, 279 miles, in 3 hours and 89 minutes, 
breaking all records for a long-distance 
cross-country flight. On the second 
stage, between Angouleme and St. Se- 
bastian, Vedrine had a narrow escape 
from death. One of the planes of his 
machine grazed the peak of a huge 
rock near the Spanish town of Fuelof 
Fuenterrabia. Although the plane was 
bent, Vedrine continued his flight and 
safely reached St. Sebastian. The dis- 
tance of the second leg of the contest 
was about 200 miles.

INALTON FACTORY 
2 FATALLY HURT 


Engineer and Helper So Badly 
Scalded Doctors Say They 
Cannot Live. 


PLANT WRECKED, 4000 IDLE 


One Man, Blown Through Win- 
dow by Shocks, Escapes With 
Slight. Injuries. 


Two men were probably fatally scald- 
ed and 4000 men thrown into tempo- 
rary idleness when a battery of five 
boilers exploded in. the power house 
of the Illinois Glass Factory at Alton 
at 6 a. m., Friday. 

Thomas 8. Boswell, aged $1, an en- 
gineer, was scalded from head to foot. 
James Smith, a negro helper, wade also 
scalded over his entire body. Both men 


were taken to St. Joseph's Hospital, but 
are not expected to live. , 

William Johnson, a negro helper, was 
blown through a window of the boiler 
room, but escaped with slight injuries. 

Cc. E. Johnson, one of the day engi- 
neers, said the explosion probably was 
caused by the failure of an automatic 
valve to properly regulate the supply of 
water in the boilers. He thought the 
water in the boilers was exhausted, 
causing the explosion. | 

The force of the explosion rocked the 

neighborhood for blocks around. The 
detonation was heard throughout the 
Altons. 
- The five bofiers that exploded were 
each 20 feet long and 22 inches in diarh- 
eter. The boiler room was partially 
wrecked and the walls of the three- 
story building were blown out of plumb. 
The damage to the building is estimated 
at $10,000. 

The explosion crippled the power 
plant of the factory to such an extent 
that it had to close for repairs. The 
4000 employes will be idle for several 
days. 

Boswell was getting ready to leave the 
power house when the explosion oc- 
curred. With his skin badly torn he 
ran from the power house to his home, 
four blocks away. He burst into his 
home and threw himself upon the bed 
and cried for help. 

It was some time after the explosion 
before Boswell’s fellow workmen knew 
what had become of him. An ambu- 
lance was sent for him and he was 
taken to the hospital. 

The explosion occurred just as the 
night and day forces were changing 
shifts.

No action has been taken to prosecute 
criminally any officers of the Standard 
Oil Co, : 

No action is pending to the end that 
any officers of the Standard Of! Co. are 
to be prosecuted criminally. 

Attorney-General Wickersham said 
this does not mean that the officials 
of the Standard Oil Co. are not to be 
prosecuted criminally for violations of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. He said 
it meant he was going tc answer 
eategorically the questions asked in 
the resolution and nothing more. 

Six Months’ Leeway. 

It is declared on authority that no 

criminal action will be brought against 

officials of the Standard Oi] Co. un- 

after the expiration of the six'months 
allowed to the corporation for, dissolu- 
tion by the United States Supreme 
Court. The administration believes that

The Attorney-General is of the opinion 
that the officers of the Standard Oi! Co. 
cannot be prosecuted criminally for their 
activity up to the time they gave their 
evidence in the civil suit. But whether 
the trust officials can be criminally 
prosecuted for violations of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law between the time of 
the evidence in the civil sult and the 
date of the handing down of the deci- 
sion of the United States Supreme Court 
is' another matter—a matter to which 
the administration is giving careful con- 
sideration. 

If the officials of the Standard on 
Co. can be prosequted criminally, it 
will be for their violations of law while 
the civil suit was being fought out itn 
the different courts (under the ruling 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
the case of the United States vs. Kis- 
sel and others) according to members 
of the Administration." Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham says this is a nice 
legal question and one to which he will 
give close study. 

The ruling of the Supteme Court tm 
the Kissel cage ih 8 that if there was 
a conspiracy, as defined by the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, continued after 
civil suit was brought, or from the 
time the statute of limitations began 
to run, the officers guilty of con- 
spiracy would be tried criminally, 

Test Case Is Necessary. 

In the opinion of the Attorney-General 
and other members of the Administra- 
tion, the question of whether the Stan- 
dard Oil Co. officials are guilty of con- 
tinuing the conspiracy on which they 
were civilly prosecuted, to within three 
vears of the time of the decision of the 
Supreme Court dissolving the combina- 
tion, would have to be determined ‘by a 
test case, based on evidence. At the 
department it was said this evidence is 
not in hand and to get it would neces-. 
sitate another investigation.

ough Sherard, statuesque, theatrical, 


flamboyant, testifying in his own be- 
half in the suit for separation brought 
by his wife, Irene Osgood, the American 
novelist, indignantly denied the charges 
of inebriety contained in the petition. 
He offered to submit himself to a med- 
ical examination, and agreed that, if the 
doctor reported a trace of alcoholism in 
his system, he would withdraw his de- 
fense to his wife’s suit. 

Five days after we met in Cannes 
in February, 1906,” Sherard told the! 
Court, “Irene offered to marry me if 
I got a divorce. Then we became en- 
gaged. She declared that she had been 
anxious to make my acquaintance ever 
since the first time she saw me in Paris 
in 1892. I traveled with her from (1906 
until May, 1908, when we were married. 
Our only disagreement before that had 
been in Egypt, but we met again at 
Nice and became reconciled.”’ 

Angelic or Opposite. 

Testifying in regard to his wife’s treat- 
ment of him, Sherard said: 

‘Sometimes she was angelic, some- 
times the very opposite. Sometimes she 
forbade me to enter her room for 10 
days; sometimes she sent for me 20 
times in the morning. Sometimes she 
threw things at me; sometimes she cov- 
ered me with caresses. I never consid- 
ered myself entitled to go to her room 
without being called or asking permis- 
sion, as she said a woman was entitled 
to privacy. Often I found her door 
relentlessly shut.’’ 

Describing the scene in Guilsborough 
Hall, Dec. 26, when Mrs. Sherard made 
so great a commotion a policeman was 
called in, he declared: 

“It was a three-minutes’ revolt after 
five years’ abject submission. She told 
me her first husband was a drinker 
and that her second, Col. Harvey, drank 
himself to death, yet drinking was al- 
ways going on at Guilsborough. I have 
seen three men come there drunk. I 
was only allowed water, while'the vis- 
itors drank wine. 

Cut Off From the World. 

“TI was left alone at Guilsborough 
Hall, which is as much cut off from 
the world as is the North Pole, and 
was treated locally as a leper island. I 
had a modst humiliating position—I was 
a sort of prince consort. My wife at 
first allowed me £150 ($750) a year, but 
afterward she cut that down to _ £50 
($250), then she raised it to £100 ($500). 
During three years of married life I 
have had £554 ($2770) and have worked 
hard all the time.”’ 

Pastor Smith, who shared a stateroom 
with Sherard on the voyage to Jamaica, 
testified that he never saw him under 
the influence of drink.

A NECESSARY CAMPAIGN. 

The always brilliant and penetrant editor of the 
Mirror in his interesting analysis of the Post- 
Dispatch’s work and character made a remark 
we should like to emphasize. Referring to the 
Post-Dispatch’s course in exposing and condemn- 
ing the tollgate system inflicted on St, Louis by 
the railroads through the Bridge and Terminal 
Combine, the Mirror said: 

“se © © if there is a wrong it cannot be 
am ffl thing to point it out. An evil itself is 

@ much worse thing than talking about it 

ean ever be.” 

The primary cause of the damage inflicted upon 
St. Louis by the bridge combine’s discriminating 
tolls on St. Louis traffic is the discrimination, 
not the exposure and condemnation of it. 

The primary cause of the damage inflicted on 
St. Louls by the wall against free trade and the 
free development of transportation facilities on 
the east side is the wall, not the attempt to de- 
stroy it and obtain free trade and adequate trans- 
portation facilities. : 

The work of effectively exposing and opposing 

the monopoly system of discrimination against St. 
Louls has been an unpleasant necessity. It has 
been laborious and to some degree injurious, be- 
cause the uncovering of a trade handicap is not 
good advertising. But the injury has been pro- 
longed and greatly increased by the stubborn re- 
sistance of the combine and the vast power and 
influence it wielded to divide citizens, conceal its 
wrong-doing, mislead and confuse the public 
mind. 
The necessity of the work in order to relieve 
the city of heavy handicaps and their incciculable 
injury may be judged from a superficial glance at 
the tremendous effect for or against a city of ab- 
normal transportation conditions and rates. The 
fundamental factor controlling the growth and 
prosperity of cities is transportation. Transporta- 
tion conditions and rates build up or ruin cities, 
as they are favorable or unfavorable. Cities of 
little prominence have been made great and flour- 
ishing by railroad favor and promising cities have 
been held in check by railroad neglect or dis- 
crimination. 

Germany’s marvelous record of tndustrial and 
commercial development has been accomplished 
largely through the intelligent use of. water and 
rail facilities to enable her manufacturers and 
merchants to get to the world markets on advan- 
tageous terms. Rates are adjusted to promote in- 
dustries and favor commerce. 

In this country we have had a bitter experience 
of the power of the railroads to build up and 
destroy. We have seen corporations fostered and 
fattened by railroad favors in the form of rebates, 
special rates and car facilities into gigantic trusts 
and monopolies. We have seen their competitors 
ruined by discriminations. We have seen cities 
nourished into great trade centers at the expense 
of other cities by railroad favor. All the laws 
for the regulation of railroads and trusts have 
grown out of the awakening of the people to these 
and similar wrongs. : 

For a third of a century and more 8t: Louis 
has suffered from abnormal discriminating rail- 
road conditions and rates. From the organization 
of a bridge and terminal company independent of 
the railroads and forced to protect its revenues 
by monopolizing all entrances to St. Louis on the 
east, this city has been handicapped by discrimi- 
nations. Until six years ago the terminus of St. 
Louis railroad traffic was on the east side of the 
river. No bill of lading was made to St. Louis. 
The city was not on the railroad map. Tolls 
were levied on every pound of St. Louis traffic 
and every passenger ‘traveling to or from 8st 

The same barrier to free trade and adequate 
suburban transportation facilities on the east stil! 
exists for the populous territory within a radius 
of 100 miles. , : 7 

If one independent railroad with its own bridge 
and terminals had entered St. Louis from the east 
normal conditions and rates would instantly have 
been established through competition, but every 
independent entrance was blocked. Every enter- 
prise that threatened the “cinch” and its toll 
graft was throttled or bought tn. The Rock Isl- 
and-Burlington project to come into St. Louis 
over their own bridge and terminals, by way of 
Alton, was choked off. The effort of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville, under the masterly direction of 
Mr. McChesney, now president of the Terminal 
Association, to break down the arbitrary and 
establish independent terminals in St. Louis was 
defeated by subsidizing the big shippers of the 
city with nominal charges for store door deliver- 
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to do. While helping, through its traffic, to sup- 
port the terminals of other cities connected with 
it. by rail, it has had to bear the entire burden of 
its own bridges and terminals. Other cities shipped 
goods through St. Louis, using its bridges and ter- 
minals without special cost. Shipments to Hast 
St. Louis or any eastern point from any western 
point beyond St. Louis or to any western point 
from any eastern point over the St. Louis bridges 
and terminals paid no special charges for their 
use. Only St. Louis traffic is burdened and handi- 
capped with tolls and abnormal conditions. Coal 
is shipped from the St. Louis industrial district 
to distant points over St. Louis bridges and ter- 
minals without.special charge. St. Louis is charged 
a toll of 20 cents a ton to cross the river. The rate 
on coal to St. Louis from the St. Louis industrial 
district is from five to twelve times higher than to 
any other point. 

The realization of the ruinous effect of these 
discriminations and abnormal transportation con- 
ditions has forced the policy of fearless exposure 
of and aggressive opposition to the damaging toll- 
gate system. Through this policy the people have 
been awakened to a full sense of the monstrous and 
damaging handicap placed upon St. Louis by the 
toll discriminations. Everything that has been 
accomplished—the futile building of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge, the institution of suits in the 
courts, the abolition of the arbitrary beyond the 
100-mile zone, the building of the free bridge, :the 
final awakening of the public to the necessity of 
wiping out the coal toll and the last remnant of 
the arbitraries, so that we may have free trade in 
all directions—has been the direct result of this 
policy of exposure and opposition. 

Without the campaign of publicity and ag- 
gressive opposition to monopoly St. Louts would 
still be a wayside station, paying tolle for bridge 
service on goods shipped to and from Last &8t. 
Louwsts. 

On the other hand, tf the handicap of the toll- 
gate system had not. been inflicted upon St. 
Louis the city would long ago have passed the 
million mark and would rival Chicago in popula 
tion and business, 

Chicago is preparing to take another stride for- 
ward through an agreement which makes all. the 
costly independent terminals and the tunnel com- 
mon facilities, with all charges absorbed. The 


minals; they charge St. Louis for the privilege of 
having bridges and terminals. 

The principal obstacle to success and the 
cause of the prolongation of the campaign is 
the division of citizens. St. Louis has been 
a city divided against itself. The vast power 
of the combined ratlroads has enabled them 
through their terrors and favors to command 
the support and aid of powerful local inter- 
ests and influential men in maintaining their 
unjust charges and thus forcing St. Louis to 
defray the cost of their bridges and termi- 
nals. Their terrorized or subsidized adherents 
helped to mislead and confuse the public 
mind and to defeat or retard projects to free 
St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch regards it as a misfortune 
that it has been necessary to wage so prolonged 
and desperate a campaign of publicity and opposi- 
tion to obtain normal railroad conditions and free 
trade for St. Louis. What share we have taken in 
the campaign is known to all our readers. We 
have been forced. into leadership by a sense of 
duty. We felt bound, as a public servant, at any 
cost to’ relieve St. Louis of its toll incubus as an 
essential step to the full realization of its great 
possibilities as an industrial and commercial cen- 
ter. . 
Fortunately, the end is in sight. Publicity has 
done its perfect work. The wrong and the burden 
of the tollgate system are unfversally recognized. 
The railroad men admit it. The adherents of the 
Terminal ask for a final adjustment of the differ- 
ences between the city and the railroads. On this 
basis, the basis of fair dealing and free trade for 
this city, the Post-Dispatch will co-operate with 
any and all men and with any and all organiza- 
tions.

The 
Post-Dispatch does more to advertise the fact 
that St. Louis contains men and women of thought 
and force than all the other papers put together., 
The paper has its faults.’ I don’t agree that it is 
right in its fight upon the Termfmal. It boosts 
itself egregiously. But ff the day should ever. 
come that the Post-Dispatch becomes a newspaper 
like the others here, God help St. Louis! The 
country would never know the names even of 
some of the St. Louisans who are now fenouncing 
it. And as for its “foreign” ownership, that’s 
what keeps it out of the rut into which too 
locally limited interests have brought the other 
It is in order here to say that the 
deadness of other papers issued in St. Louis is a 
worse “ad” for St. Louis than the pernicious activ- 
ity of the Post-Dispatch against the Terminal 
and some politicians. I: shall believe in the su- 
periority of the other papers to the Post-Dispatch 
when I see any one of them lend a hand s0 
generously as it does to any St. Louis man or 8t.

JURY HEARS GIRL’S 
STORY, FINDS MAN 
AILLED HIMSELE 


Body of Caretaker of Meramec 
Highlands Inn Found With 
Bullet Wound Over Eye. 


GAVE HER BROOCH TO HIM 





Says He Asked Her Not to Go 
Away, Which She Decided. 
Upon Hearing Me Had Wife. 





After questioning Miss Katie Morris- 
sey, a St. Louis County Coroner's jury 
Friday returned a verdict that Edward 
Salmon shot and kiNed himself. 

Salmon was found dead in his bed in 
the Meramec Highlands Inn, of which 
he was care-taker, Thursday night. The 
fact that a woman’s brooch was found 
near him and that a woman was seen 
on a balcony leading to his room at 1¢ 
a. m., Thursday, threw an air of mys- 
tery about the affair until Miss Mor- 
rissey told her story. 

She testified that she had been fond 
cf Salmon, but that when che iearned 
he was a married man she decided to 
give up her employment in a Meramec 
Highlands home and go 4&way. 

Salmon, who was 22 years old, went 
to Meramec Highlands to work a month 
ago. A few days later he became ac- 
quainted with Katie Morrissey and they 
were so much together that their frend- 
ship was discussed among the summer 
cottagers. 

Katie Morrissey testified that she was 
told he was married, but when she 
asked him about it he said he was di- 
vorced. 

Wanted to Say Good-By. 

She said she visited Salmon Wednes- 
day night and told him of her inten- 
tion. He pleaded with her to remain 
at Meramec Highlands, she said, but 
she told him she could not accept the 
love of a married man. As a keepsake 
she gave him her brooch, the one which 
was found near Salmon’s bedy when 
the door of his room was broken in by 
other employes at the Inn Thursday 
night. 

It is believed that Salmon held the 
brooch in his left hand and fired the fa- 
tal shot with his right. 

Salmon’s wife and 4-year-old child 
were to have joined him at Meramec 
Highlands Saturday. 

Miss Morrissey explained her presence 
on the Inn balcony Thursday by saying 
that she went to say a last good-by to 
Salmon. Knocking on his door and re- 
ceiving no answer, she went away.

Whipple, Sa for Mrs. Olea Bull 
the daughter of Ole Bull's 


widow, offered to prove that Mrs. 
Vaughan was driven from her home and 
her mother by the Yogis and members 
of other mystic cults of the Orient, and 
that they influenced Mrs. Bull against 
her daughter. That the testator, en- 
thralled in a mesh of mysticism, must 
have been acting under a spell was the 
belief expressed by the contestant in a 
letter which Whtipple caused to be read 
in court, despite the protests of Attor- 
ney Charles K. Cobb for the executors 
of Mrs. Bull’s will, which practically 
cut off her daughier from a fortune of 
$600,000, which in part was bestowed 
upon a coterie of psychists. : 

On further cross-examination toda 
the psychic barber, Nicolo Roberto, 
told how Mrs. Bull had given him $60 
when he left her employ last June, 
but, he said, she comsidered it a gift 
to aid his relatives who had suffered 
by an earthquake:in Italy, 

Whipple then asked Roberto if he had 
brought with him from Italy a letter 
written to him by Mrs. Olea Bull 
Vaughan this spring. Roberto produced 
the letter. Attorney Whipple then read 
which was dated ‘Parker 
House, Boston, March 2, 1911,” and was 
in part as follows: 

“My Dear Mr. Roberto—I inclose a 
few newspaper clippmgs whtch will give 
you a slight idea of what I am under- 
going here. My poor mother must have 
been entirely under the control of others 
for I feel sure that never in her own 
clear mind or of her own free will 
would she have consented to sign such 
a document as this will which Mr. Par- 
ker and my uncle have offered for pro- 
bate. 

“If the contest becomes necessary, 
would you be willing and able to come 
over to testify? I feel that your testi- 
mony about many things would be most 
valuable, because you were in a é¢onfi- 
dential relation with my mother and 
acquainted with the influences sur- 
rounding her. You will know the truth, 
and that is what we want to find out.” 

‘““‘Who, expressed to you the view that 
Mrs. Bull was abnormal or insane, as 
stated by you?’ Whipple asked. Rob- 
erto answered: 

“Mrs. Briggs, Mrs. Thursby, Mrs. 
Bouchard, Mrs, Lieber, Prof. James, 
Mrs. Tatem of New York, Mrs. Stevens 
and Mrs. Murray.”’ 

“When you were in Cambridge, how 
much of the time was there when Mrs. 
Bull did not have with her those who 
practiced Raja Yogi, or who were 
Swamis, or Japanese, or the followers 
of other Indian cults?’’ 

“There was about one month in 1909 
when Mrs. Bull was not surrounded by 
these people,”’ said Roberto. “During 
that month Mrs. Briggs was there oc- 
casionally. Mrs. Vaughan was in West 
Lebanon, Me. Mrs. Vaughan tele- 
phoned and wrote to her mother, and 
sometimes Mrs. Bull would tell her she 
was not well enough to see her and at 
other times would not stay at her home 
when Mrs. Vaughan came, but would

go to a hotel in Boston. Mrs. Bull saw’ 


her daughter a few times as the result 
of the latter’s insistent demands.”’ 
Bound Hand and Foot. 

Roberto told how he had cared for 
Miss Sarah G. Farmer in Portsmouth, 
N. H., after she had become crazed, 
ne said, from practicing the weird rites 
of the Yogis. He described how he had 
tound Miss Farmer bound hand and foot 
and released her. 

Attorney Cobb produced a letter from 
Koberto to Mrs. Bull from Portsmouth 
under date of Jan. 28, 1909. Dr. Willis 
Lad suggested that Miss Farmer be sent 
to a sanitarium. 

“It would be difficult to get a Yogi 
tu take my place and get another care- 
taker, for it would cost much," Roberto 
wrote. “I have had a strenuous time 
“vith mental and physical suffering, ec- 
casionally to distraction.’’ 

“What do you mean by ‘mental suf- 
fering?’ ’’ Cobb asked, 

“I was up night ah day with Miss 
Farmer without getting any sleep,”’ 
Roberto answered. 

“What do you mean by ‘suffering oc- 
casionally to distraction?’ ”’ 

“If you'd ever been around insane 
persons you'd know what I mean—no 
psychic control.”’

Then Attorney Cobb continued to read 

from the letter: “‘The method of taking 


care of Miss Farmer has taken much /| 


of my vitality.” 

Asked to explain what he meant by 
that, Roberto said: “When I went to 
Portsmouth to take care of Miss Farm- 
er they had her bound hand and foot 
during her violent spells. When I came 
I released her from these bonds.
